A pre-supposi- 
tion, you say; but pre-suppositions 
often bwloud Issues and divert good 
intentions. Oo« is not always clearly

possible, AS an Illustration, to ba wor- 
shipping thanksgiving today, forget- 
ful that this is only the reason for 
worship, and not worship itself. The 
psalmist forestalls such predilection 
by the reminder, "Knour ye that the 
Lord, He is God," Trhich would be 
a superfluous, suggestion save for the 
dangerous tendency it would avoid.
